A tctal:of 91 new cases cf com- 
municalbe. diseases were reported 
from Menlo Park in January. 

Mest prevalent was chickenrppx, of 
which 50 cases were reported, the 
San Mateo county health depart- 
ment’s monthly report showed. 
Other diseases of which a heavy in- 
cidence was. reported included 
measles, of which 22 cases were re- 
reported and streptccoccus infection, 
of which 12 cases were listed. 

Other communicable diseases: re- 
ported included five cases of mumps 
and two cases cf pneumonia.

“Maria was especially. thrilled 
with a paper-lace trimmed, heart- 
shaped token she received, and both 
of the children became acquainted 
with cookies and ice cream at the 
party; they didn’t have those in 
Italy, either.” 

Questioned, with Mrs. Lambert 
acting as interpreter, Tony and 
Maria explained that they liked 
Menlo Park “very well”, but thus 
far have not made many acquaint- 
,ances. 


With regard to American party 
refreshments the children agreed 
that they were good, except that 
Tony didn’t like the soda pop. 

“Too bubbly,” is the way his in- 
terpreter said he explained it. 

The children arrived in Menlo 
Park after a long, roundabout trip 
which took.them from their birth- 
place in Asmara, Ethiopia, to Italy; 
Sicily and to the United States.: 
HIT BY WAR 

Their family, too, has been broken 
up:by the war: Two older sisters, too 
old to come to the United States 
under the same legislative provisions 
as the younger children; have re- 
mained in Italy: A younger’ sister; 
not yet old enough for school, came 
with the mother andthe other two 
children, however: 

Originally, the family moved from 
Sicily to Ethiopia when that land 
was under Italian rule prior to 
World War II. 

With its liberation by the British, 
however, the: family was removed 
and as “displaced persons” its mem= 
bers were shipped around’ Africa: 
through the Mediterranean and to 
an Italian displaced persons camp: 
RETURN TO SICILY 

Later, the family moved back to 
Sicily, where they remained until 
a relative residing in Menlo Park 
completed the necessary endorse- 
ments to allow them to come here. 

‘Mr. Busa arrived eight months 
ago; his family followed, arriving 
in New York last month and travel- 
ling direct to their new home. 

The children didn’t waste any 
time resuming their education. They 
were in Menjo Park only four days 
before they enrolled at Central 
school.

For to the extent that counties are 
furnishing urban type services to 
unincorporated communities. from 
the general fund, they are subsidiz- 
ing these people at the expense of 
the farm owner and the city taxpay- 
ers. City taxpayers have not real- 
ized their position in this matter, 
but it is becoming more widely un- 
derstood. 

Identical bills (A. B. 3217 and S. B. 
769) have been introduced in the 
state senate and. assembly which 
provide that after March 1, 1953, 
municipal-type services may be 
furnished to unincorporated areas 
by boards of supervisors only if the 


costs of the services are paid by the | 


areas receiving them. 


The communities are defined as | 
having an area of more than one 
square mile and having a minimum 
population density. of 300 persons 
per square -mile. Municipal-type 
services are defined, referring par- 
ticularly to police, fire, sewer, park 
and recreational activities,. and 
street maintenance at a higher level 
than similar work done on rural 
county roads. 


_A procedure is established where- 
by the county, or any city council, 
may. (and. upon the request of 25 
taxpayers. must) initiate a proceed- 
ings in superior court to fix the 
boundaries of urban unincorporated 
areas within the county. A tax 
‘would then be levied in these areas 
to cover the cost of services render- 
ed. This is an alternative to forma- 
tion of special districts, or to an- 
nexation or incorporation. 


In San Mateo county the problem 
is not as serious as in some. other 
counties. Most urban  unincorpor- 
ated areas are in fire districts, po- 
lice districts and sanitary districts 
in this county, and park and recrea- 
tion districts also are being formed. 
- With the exception of some ad- 
ditional districts yet to be formed, 
the principal issue here is a more 
equitable sharing of gas money be- 


some counties, Los Angeles, for in- 
stance, the subsidy by city and 
county taxpayers is very substantial. 
City and farm taxpayers in Los 
Angeles county are paying 20 cents 
per $100 of assessed valuation, or ov- 
er 10 per cent of the county tax rate, 
to pay the bills of residents of the 
unincorporated urban areas. Such 
inequity must be wiped out, and the 
two bills sponsored by the league are 
designed to do this.

Work; 580,000 Volunteers Take Par 


Editor’s note: This is the second 
of two articles on the fight against 
infantile paralysis, which is fin- 
anced by the annual March of 
Dimes campaign now concluding. 


Last week, what Polio means to 
the people of the U. S. and of Cali- 
fornia in terms of money was dis- 
cussed. This does not give a bal- 


anced account of what the polio 

Scourge really means. The human 

element involved must not be over- 
looked. 


- It was mentioned that the past 
three years have seen more than 
100,000 Americans stricken with 
polio. Not mentioned were 80,000 
volunteer workers who are regular 
active members of the National 
Foundation’s 2,822 chapters serving 
every county in the United States 
and its territories, nor the more than 
500,000 additional volunteers who 
carry out the annual March of 
Dimes. . 


This vast organization is staffed 
by only 318 paid employees, of 
whom 189 work in the national 
office and 129 in the field. 


Thirty-seven states including Cal- 
ifornia now have polio planning 
committees. Here in California -the 
polio committee is made up of rep- 
resentatives from every official and: 
volunteer organization in the State 
that is involved in the treatment, 
after-care, rehabilitation and edu- 
cation of, the polio patient. Chief of 
California’s polio planning commis- 
sion is Dr. Wilton L. Haverson, state 
director of public health. 


The National Foundation for In- 
fantile. Paralysis is, in fact, a volun- 
teer organization. It is conducted on 
every essential level by unpaid 
workers., Without these volunteers 
there would be no foundation. Care 
of the patient might be a hit-and- 
miss proposition, resulting in an 
inhuman percentage of life-long 
cripples which characterizeq- the 
pre-Foundation days. There would 
be no coordinated research program. 
The nationwide educational pro- 
gram would not. exist. 


Many hundreds of fellow Cali- 
fernians can walk and earn their 
livings today because other hund- 
reds of Californians have con- 
tributed their services to the fight 
against infantile paralysis. 

The national foundation has in- 
vested $13,100,000 during the past 
12 years on the most massive scien- 
tific research program ever launch- 
ed by a voluntary agency against 
a Single disease. Right now 805 spe- 
cific research and professional edu- 
cation projects are in progress in 
123 institutions. 

While ‘no practicable preventive 
vaccine or cure has been developed 
aS yet to banish the scourge of polio 
from the earth, substantial strides 
have been made and.a vast library 
of information has been amassed. 

- Constant study of these data by 
many scientists in varied fields wil! 
inevitably result in the conquest of 
infantile paralysis. However, the

Unlike-smallpox for instance, polio 
follows no set strategy. Polio cannot | 


be relied upon -to act in a predict- | 


able way. 

For one thing, there is not just 
one polio virus. There are at least 
three of them...perhaps more. 
Seience needs a “shotgun” vaccine 
to blast this multiple enemy. 

Polio used to be considered a 
“summer disease”. In recent years, 
however, the peak weeks of inci- 
dence have occurred in fhe autumn 
and there have been as many cases 
after the second week in September 
as in all the months before. 

Years with a high incidence of 
cases used to be followed by light 
years, but that is no longer true. 
1948 saw 27,902 cases: 1949 reported 
42,173 cases ;there were over 30,000 
in 1950. This has placed an unre- 
lenting financial load upon the 
chapters of the national foundation.
